THE BRINKLEY CASE. 


The Defendant Again Feand Guilty. 


Special to the Constitution. 
Newnan, Sept. 14, 1876. 


The Brinkley case which has been on 
trial here was submitted to the jury at 10 o'ek ck 
last night. This morning at 8 o’clock they re- 
turned their verdict as follows: 

We the jury find the deiendant guilty. 

SOMETHING ABOOT BRINKLEY. 

This case is one of the most notorious of any 
that has ever arisen in Coweta county. The 
crime of which the prisoner has agxin been ad- 
judged guilty is the murder of his wife, and the 
vicissitudes through which he has past 
since his crime are almost sufficient 
to build up a novel. The tragic details of the 
crime have been so often published that they 
are doubtiess familiar to every one. The mur- 
der was committed over a year ago,and at the en- 
suing term Of the superior court of his county, 
the prizoner was found guilty of murder, and 
sen.enced to be hung. The case was appealed 
to the supreme cou:t which body affi:med the 
judgment. Driven now to exiremity Brinkley’s 
counsel, asa dernier resort filed a plea of insani- 
ty,and upon this attained astay of proceed- 
ings from the governor until au inquiry 
eould be had into his condition. A 
board ot phjsicians was appointed to investi 
gate this maiter, and after an examination thcy 
reported him sane. By the ,telegram above it 
sppears thata jury has again convicted him: 
Twice already has this unhappy mau been in 
imminent danger, and twice has his life been 
pr.served only throusgh extraordinary efforts. 
He has been defended by as able counsel as 
could be obtained. Generat ‘Gartfelf of this 
city being among the number. What their next 
move will pe we do not yet know, but we are 
satisfied that they will throw ail the delay and 
obstacles they can in the way vi the execution 
of the sentence.

It is very difficult to estimate the 
number of Bulgarians who were killed 
during the few days that the disturb- 
ances lasted, but [am inclined to put 
15,000 as the lowest for the districts I 
have named. 

Perustitsa, a town of 400 houses, and 
between 3,000 and 4,000 inhabitants, 
took no active part in the insurrection. 
When the Bashi- Bazouks appeared be- 
fore the town they therefore refused 
to surrender, entrenched themselves 
in a caurch, retreating finally to anotn- 
er, and held out for five days, until 
they saw the regular troops, when the 
remainder ‘gave themselves up. The 
church was bombarded, and about 
1,000 in all were killed, many of them 
women and children. 

Klissura was nearly twice the size of 
Perustitsa and proportionately richer, 
as many of the inhabitants were en- 
gaged in the manufacture of attar of 
roses, and many were merchants trav- 
cling’ through the country. The insur- 
rectionary movement began bere on 
the 2d of May, but it was not until the 
12ch that the Bushi-Bazouks, under the 
command of Tuxsum Bey of Karlovo 
attacked the place. More than 250 
Bulgarians were killed, chiefly women 
and children. The Turks ciaim that 
14 Mussulmans (in part gy pases) were 
killed before and during the fight...

From a dollar to a dollar and a helf @ task is 
now paid for harvesting, and a task can readily 
be finished by midday.
